It 
is capable, too, of a higher develop- 
ment. With two shots it blew into 
atoms the schooner used as a target 
at a distance of over a mile. Eu- 
gland the same day lauuched the 
most heavily plated iron-clad in 
existence. Her armor is twenty 


inches thick; but even this formid- 


able defense would have to yield 
before the dynamite gun. In the 
opinion of some experts iron-clads 
have had their day and the Zalinski 
gun is destined to revolutionize of- 
fensive as well as defensive opera- 
tions in war. But these experte 
should not be too sanguine. It was 
only the other day that au inventor 
took out a patent for a coat of ar- 
mor that he claims is absolutely 
imperviable to shot, and which re- 
moves the principal difficulty of 
defensive armor, its great weight, 
which impedes the maneuvering 
of the iron-clad sobegirt. The new 
armor, while but a few inches thick, 
is said to be bullet-proof. Ifa test 
should ve this to be the fact, it 
will only confirm the maxim that 
discovery in defensive armor keeps 
pace with invention in offensive
